Applicant's arguments filed on 10/2/2009, with respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1 - 
18, 20 - 24, 26 - 30 and 32 under prior art rejection have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. However, the Applicant has not amended the claims in terms the arguments 
presents, in particular, the functionalities of the third communication device (the proxy server - a 
third communication device - completes the push fof the received medial by routing the 
media to the second communication device which is kept anonymous with respect to the first 
device", has not been explicitly stated in each of the independent claims 1, 5, 9, 14, 20 or 26, 
nor it has been claimed in the newly presented independent claims 33, 37 or 41 . Therefore, 
Examiner maintains the previous rejection and requests amending these independent claims to 
include "routing said received media , by the third communication device to said second 
communication device, said IP address of said second communication device remaining 
anonymous to said first communication device." ( emphasis added ). 

Agreeing with the Applicant, newly presented claims 33 - 45 similar in many respects to 
the previously rejected claims 1, 5 and 9, are rejected on the same rationale. Examiner requests 
amending the independent with the above suggested allowable subject matter (the proxy server 
- a third communication device - completes the push fof the received medial by routing 
the media to the second communication device which is kept anonymous with respect to the 
first device).
